When the con
stitution of the United States was
drawn up, the representation of the
thirteen states was "one for every
thirty thousand." The "Ordinance of
1787," concerning the tract of land
north of the Ohio river, made it nec-
essary that every state formed there-
in should have sixty thousand inhab
itants before It was admitted "on an
equal footing with the original states."
According to the apportionment mad.'
after the last census. It I.s now neces-
sary for a district to have 200,000 in
habitants before it is entitled to rep
resentation in Congress.

New Mexico today ha a population
of nearly 400,000 persons which !s
more than was had by any newly ad
mitted state formed from the north-
west Territory, tho Louisiana Pur-
chase, the Texan Annexation, the
Spanish Cession, tho Mexican Cession,
or from territory acquired through
discovery and exploration In the far
noth west,

New Mexico has been a part of the
United iStates since 184 6 when Gen-
eral Stephen W. Kearni-- took pos-
session of It and established a terri-
torial form of government. Previous
to that time New Mexico had been a
department of Mexico, nnd the treaty
of Guadalupe Hidalgo concluded be-
tween the United States and Mexico
in 1S48, provided that "the territoiy
acquired by tho Mexican war and
under that treaty should bo incorpo-
rated in tho Union of the I'nitM
States and bo admitted at the proper
time (to be Judged by tho Congress
of the United plates) tiv tho enjoy-
ment of all the rights of citizens of
tho United states according to the
principle! of the constitution. '' Six
territories were formed from the new
domain. Of these, Utah, Nevada,
Colorado end California have nen
admitted to statehood; New Mexico
and Arizona have not.
